DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in response to the 
Board Decision rendered on August 24, 2009 claims 1-21,2, 25-27 and 29 are allowable over the 
prior art of record because none of the prior art of record teaches or suggests in detail means for 
communicatively directly between the first and second host using the storage area network 
protocol in a non-ESCON protocol manner without passing through a storage device in 
combination with all the limitations of the independent claims as well as enabling portions of the 
specification. 

2. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered allowable 
on the same basis as the independent claims. 

3. Claims 1-21, 23, 25-27 and 29 are allowed.
